STREET CAR COMPANY OFFERS 
14 RIDES A WEEK FOR DOLLAR 


Regular Fare 


Would Issue Ticket Books Good From Sun- 
day to Sunday, With No Tokens and 


of 10 Cents. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 

ent of the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 8.— 
The St. Louis Public Service Co., 
which a month ago filed applica- 
tion with the Public Service Com- 
mission for authority to charge a 
10-cent street car fare, today sub- 
mitted to the commission a propos- 
al for the issuance of limited time 
books of tickets at an average 
charge of slightly in excess of 7 
cents a ride. 

The proposal is that the cash 
fare, which it is estimated is paid 
by about one-third of the car rid- 
ers, be fixed at 10 cents; that a 
book of 14 tickets be sold for $1, 
the expiration of the book being 
Sunday of each week. 

There also was discussed a sug- 
gestion for a refund of unused 
tickets, to apply, however, only in 
case less than 10 tickets were used. 
If only 10 tickets were used, the 
car rider would pay 10 cents a ride 
and would receive no refund. If 
less than 10 tickets were used, he 
would receive either an allowance 
on a new book or in cash the dif- 
ference between the rides used at 
10 cents a ride and $1, the price of 
the book. Thus a passenger who 
used six tickets in a week would 
receive an allowance of 40 cents. 
The plan was presented at a con- 
ference of members of the Com- 
mission, Sam W. Greenland, gen- 
eral manager of the street car com- 
pany, and City Counselor Muench 
and Associate City Counselor 
Ferris, 

While the doors of the confer- 
ence room remained open to give 
an appearance that the meeting 
was not secret newspaper reporters 


was explained that those in the 
conference would feel freer to talk 
if reporters were not present. 

Members of the commission in- 
jected into the discussion a sugges- 
tion that the $1 ticket books should 
contain 16 tickets, and that there 
should be a sale pf tokens at a 
price somewhere between the cost 
of a ticket and the 10-cent fare. It 
is understood the company is op- 
posed to the suggested selling of 
tokens, ° 

In connection with the proposal 
under consideration it has been 
pointed out that two car rides per 
day for each week day now cost 
the rider 96 cents, or within 4 
cents of the suggested price of the 
book of tickets, and that unless the 
rider used the street cars on Sun- 
day his weekly carfare would be 
higher than at present under the 
straight 8-cent fare. 

The present negotiations on fares 
resulted from a suggestion of the 
commission several weeks ago that 
it might be possible to arrange a 
schedule of rates which would give 
the regular car rider something 
less than the present 8-cent fare, 
and that if a 10-cent fare was au- 
thorized it might be made to apply 
only to the casual rider. The sub- 
ject was taken up first at a con- 
ference 10 days ago, the company 
asking for time for an analysis of 
the plan. 

After several hours’ conference, 
representatives of the city and of 
the company said they would lke 
to have more time for conferences 
among themselves, and an ad- 
journment was taken until next 
week. It is expected they will 
meet again with the commission

COOLIDGE AND SMITH HOLD

Discussion of Latter’s $20,000,000 
Philanthropic Fund Said to 
Have Been Object.

She de- 
clared no contract had been made 
with Noble, and that she and her 
husband had been annoyed by per- 
sons claiming to represent Noble, 
who tried to force them to pay 
money to Noble. Threats to publish 
letters derogatory to the Calhouns 
and the Woman’s Universal Alli- 
ance caused her to put the matter 
before prosecuting officers, she 
said.

Repaving Overcharge Esti- 
mated at $85,000 If Dis- 
crepancies Shown So Far 
Continue Constant. 


BASED ON FIGURES 
FOR 124 MILES 


75 Pct. of Concrete and 60 
Pct. of Brick Charged for 


maining 146 Miles to Jus- 
tify His Bill. 


® A. M. Ryckoff’s statement to the 
Post-Dispatch last January that he 
had cheated the city of a large 
sum through his lighting contract 
has been confirmed by the city’s 
check, now in progress and half 
completed, of the repaving for 
which he charged the city a total 
Of $384,041, 

The measurement of 46 per cent 
of his work shows that to justify 
his bill the width of repaving 


in the remaining 54 per cent 
would have to be more than 
three feet, whereas the aver- 
age width in the part already 
measured is from 6 to 10 inches 
for concrete resurfacing and from 
30 to 48 inches for brick resurfac- 
ing. It is known that the average 
width of repaving in the unmeas- 
ured portion will not exceed that 
already meacured. 
What the Survey Shows, 

The survey now being made for 
the city has covered 124 miles of 
secondary cable trench. This meéas- 
urement shows the contractor laid 
833,000 square feet of brick and 
132,000 square feet of concrete over 
that distance comprising the whole 
of District B. There remain 146 
miles to be measured, and to jus- 
tify Ryckoff’s bill, there must be 
found 1,218,000 square feet of 
brick and 395,848 square feet of 
concrete. This would be 60 per 
cent of the brick and 75 per cent 
of the concrete paid for by the 
city, to be found in only 54 per 
cent of the work yet to be meas- 
ured. 

Ryckoff, a Chicago contractor, 
was jointly indicted with former 
Director of Public Utilities John C. 
Pritchard and his chief electrical 
engineer, George B. Heath, for ob- 
taining money by false pretenses 
in an overcharge of $175,000 in 
bills to the city for work under 
Ryckoff’s contract. Pritchard and 
Heath resigned their city jobs. It 
was under their direction and su- 
pervision that the contract was 
executed. 

Told of “Short Cuts.” 

In January, Ryckoff, in his Chi- 
cago office, told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter he had made “short cuts” 
on the contract to get back graft 
money he had paid to “the city 
hall crowd in St. Louis,” and sub- 
sequently told Ralf Toensfeldt, 
who preceded Heath as chief elec- 
trical engineer for the city, accord- 
ing to Toensfeldt, that he had paid 
large sums of money to and for 
city employes and others to get his 
bills approved and for other favors 
during the execution of his con- 
tract. Toensfeldt was a witness 
before the grand jury that in- 
dicted Ryckoff, as were other city 
employes and men formerly em- 
ployed by the city to inspect 
Ryckoff’s work. > 

With the admission from Ryckoff 
the Post-Dispatch employed R. H. 
Buchmueller, an engineer, to make 
& survey of Ryckoff's work as told 
heretofore. Buchmueller assigned 
licensed city surveyors to the job 
and within a month reported there 
were 609,000 feet of unpaved side- 
walk area, which, together with 
200,000 feet of additional trench 
area across street intersections, 
left insufficient trench to require 
the 2,578,000 square feet of brick 
and concrete sidewalk paving for 
which Ryckoff was paid by the 
city. 

Indicted by Grand Jury. 

Acting on this information, Cir- 
cuit Attorney Franklin Miller start- 
ed the grand jury investigation 
that resulted in the indictment of 
Ryckoff, Pritchard and Heath, and 
the Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment, composed of Mayor 
Miller, Comptroller Nolte and 
President Neun of the Board of 
Aldermen, directed Pitzman’s Com- 
pany of Surveyors to survey the 
work for official evidence to use in 
the prosecution of Ryckoff and as 
a basis for suit to recover for the 
city any overcharge. * 

The Pitzman company started 
the survey April 8 and expects to 
finish it about Jan. 1. This work

SNOOK HIT WOMAN 


N SELF-DEFENSE. 
HE SAYS ON STAND 


After First Blow, He De- 
clares, She Leaped Out 
of Car and Cried, ‘Damn 
You, I'll Kill You, Too!” 


SAYS PROSECUTOR 
STRUCK HIM IN FACE 


Veterinarian Regains Com- 
posure After Weeping 
During His Testimony 
About the Slaying. 


By the Associated Press. 

COBUMBUS, O., Aug. 8.—James 
H. Snook, veterinarian, wept on 
the witness stand today as he told 
the jury in his first degree murder 
trial today how he killed Miss 
Theodora Hix, 

As Snook approached the telling 
of the fatal minute when he struck 
the first hammer blow on the 
young woman’s head, the steady 
voice faltered, his eyes filled with 
tears and he cried openly. 

For more than a full minute he 
sat Btruggling for speech and duab- 
bing at his eyes with his handker- 
chief, 

Snook testified that he struck 
the first blow to protect himself 
from an attack by the 24-year-old 
Ohio State University medical stu- 
dent as they sat in his automobile 
parked on a rifle range. The blow 
stopped her, he said, and she 
jumped from the car shouting: 
“Damn you, I'll kill you, too.” 

Her purse was in her hand and 
the defendant declared he thought 
she had a pistol in the purse and 
was leaving the car to shoot him. 

“I was sure she was going to 
shoot *me. My only thought was 
to stop her. I sprang after her 
and struck her again.” 

“Didn’t Intend to Kill Her.” 

“Dr. Snook, at any time that 
night when you struck the first, 
second or third blow, did you in- 
tend to kill Theora Hix?” Max 
Seyfert, defense attorney, asked. 

“Heavens no. She was a good 
friend of mine. I never thought 
she would do it.” 

As he answered the question, 
Snook’s voice broke again. He 
pulled off his nose glasses and 
rested his head in his hand, while 
he wiped the tears from his eyes. 

His voice was so low that attor- 
neys on both sides asked for the 
reply to be read by the court re- 
porter and no one knew what it 
was until the reporter’s voice car- 
ried it to the tensed courtroom. 

As the former veterinary pro- 
fessor sat shaken and trying to go 
on, Prosecutor John J. Chester Jr. 
suggested a recess, which the court 
allowed. 

Tells of Altercation. 

The story was the climax to 
Snook’s account of his three-year 
affair with the young woman stu- 
dent. 

It had carried them to the New 
York Central rifle range where 
they sat in his parked car arguing 
because he intended to leave town 
to visit his mother at Lebanon, 

She attacked him, he said, as the 
quarrel grew in intensity. 

“T tried to shove her off and 
reached back to get something to 
hit her. I got a hammer lying on 
the shelf back of the car seat. The 
first blow was a light one. 

“She started to get out of the 
car yelling, ‘Damn you, [I'll kill 
you.’ I came to my senses and 
realized she was grabbing for her 
purse. I snatched at her shoulder 
but she pulled away. 

‘Then I grabbed her by the face 
and drew her back into the car. 
She was still struggling. I hit her 
a second blow and she slid ow of 
the car onto the ground. I hit her 
again but that blow had no more 
effect than the others. 

“Hit Her Three Times.” 

“T am sure I didn't hit her more 
than three times in the car and 
once after I got out. The last I 
remembered was when I was sit- 
ting on the running board holding 
my head in my hands. 

“IT have no recollection of how 
long a time passed after the first 
blow until I found myself sitting 
on the running board. I don’t re- 
member a thing after the fourth 
blow.” 

There was not one word in the 
testimony about his cutting Miss 
Hix’s throat, which he included in 
his confession, explaining that “she

CAMP AS RETREAT 
~ FORPRESIDENTS 


Proposes to Turn Over to 
Government 164 Acres 
He Has Bought on Rapi- 
dan in Virginia.

FRONT ROYAL, Va., Aug. 3.— 
President Hoover in a letter to 


Virginia Conservation Commission, 
has annouriced that he desires that 
his week-end camp on the Rapidan 

ver in the Blue Ridge Mountains 
“be put in permanent form for use 
of my successors,” and that the 
camp ultimately be made a part 
of the Shenandoah National Park. 

The President wrote the letter 
after Carson had sent him the deed 
to the 164 acres purchased person- 
ally by the President. The Presi- 
dent’s letter in part follows: 

“IT have received the title deed 
for 164 acres of land for the camp 
site in the Shenandoah Mountains. 
This camp has come to have some 
public aspects due to the many 
contributions in its making. 

“As I told you some months ago 
I should like to put it in perma- 
nent form for the use of my suc- 
cessors, moreover, as it lies in the 
area of the future Shenandoah Na- 
tional Park. When the park be- 
comes public property it will be de- 
sirable that no private property 
should be held within its boun- 
daries. 

“My contribution has been the 
purchase and preparation of the 
building materials, etc. together 
with some labor costs. 

“I desire that the camp shall ul- 
timately become the property of 
the Shenandoah National Park so 
that at the expiration of my term 
of office, they may hold it for use 
of my successors for a week-end 
camp, or if future Presidents do 
not wish to avail themselves of it, 
it is at the disposal of the park 
itself. Therefore, I would be glad 
to either deed it now or await the 
transfer of the park to the Federal 
Government whichever you think 
best.” : 

President Coolidge, In a letter 
published in the fiftieth anniver- 
sary edition of the Post-Dispatch, 
Dec. 9, last, urged that Congress 
provide a retreat near Washington 
where the chief executive could go 
for brief vacations.

CONDITIONS WORSE 


WITHOUT DRAINAGE 


Overflow Has Caused Dam- 
age in Some Places — 
Facts Presented to Mis- 


sissippi Valley Men. 


Advocates of the Mississippi wa- 
terway, who for years have been 
meeting the charge that they were 
draining the Great Lakes for the 
benefit of the Mississippi Valley, 
are having their innings now. 

With diversion of water from 
Lake Michigan into the Chicago 
River going on at the rate of 10,-

waterway, are taking advantage of 


present conditions to press the 
argument for Federal recognition 
of the Illinois River waterway, as 
@ necessary connecting link of the 
completed system. 
Chicago Investigator’s Findings. 
A report of lake level conditions 


-has been received by the associa- 


tion from Clarence Bergstrom, at- 


torney for the Chicago Sanitary 
District, who has made a three 
weeks’ inspection. His findings 


will be placed before the United 
States Supreme Court, where an 
anti-diversion proceeding is pend- 


ing. . 


_, Bergstrom found that at Tra- 
Verse City, Mich., on Lake Michi- 
gan, an improvised dike has been 
built to protect railroad tracks. At 
Bay City. Mich., on Lake Huron, 
most of a city park is under wa- 
ter. At Green Bay. Wis., on an 
inlet of Lake Michigan, the bath- 
ing beach has been washed out and 
the water has risen to the edge of 
a park. At Erie, Pa., on Lake Erie, 
a State highway is under water. 
At the St. Clair Flats, above De- 
troit, flood conditions prevail. 
Bergstrom found that the fen- 
eral rise in tie levels of Lakcs 
Michigan; Huron and Eri¢ has been 
at least four feet since 1926. Dur- 
ing the time of this gradual rise 
the diversion at Chicago was un- 
interrupted. The prosenr high wa- 
ter did not come suddenly. there 


has been complaint for more than 


a year, at lake ports, of the rising 
levels. Shipping and power inter- 
ests are not complaining however. 
The more water the better, for 
thern. 

It seems certain that now, if a 
proposal were made to stop the di- 
version at Chicago, and thereby add 
5% inches to the already swollen 
lake levels, it would be fought by 
the very communities whith, a few 
years ago, tomplained that Chicago 
was “robbing” the lakes of water. 

At least one thing will be ac- 
complished by the high water, wa- 
terway workers believe. It will put 
an end to the familiar argument 
that the lakes are being “drained,” 
with the implication that they wil! 
keep falling lower and lower, and 
some day perhaps run dry. unless 
the Chicago diversion is stopped. 

Often Answered by Newton. 

Cleveland A. Newton, now coun- 
se) for the Mississippi Valley Asso- 
ciation, has answered this in re- 
peated apeeches before the associ- 
ation. He has hammered home the 
fact that the diversion has been 
proceeding for years at an estab- 
lished rate—10,000 cubic feet a sec- 
ond—that it has reduced lake lev- 
els 6% inches and will not reduce 
them any farther, ho matter how 
long the diversion process may 
continue. The lake ports do not 
need this water, he has shown, 
though the 8t. Lawrence’ power in- 
terests could make profitable use 
of it. Low water in some years, 
and high water in others, are af- 
fected by the Chicago diversion to 
the extent of 5% inches only, he 
has shown, 

The Missisippi Valley Association, 
the coming fall, will probably take 
action to press vigorously the 
claims of the Chicago waterway to 
Federal recognition as an essential 
part of the connected Lakes-Mis- 
sissippi waterway system, a system 
which will supply one of Nature's 
greatest omissions in the internal 
economy of this country.

Jacob Kindleberger, Presi- 
dent of Michigan Paper 
Company, Was Janitor- 
Student of High School 


Although the attentiveness of 

delegates to the convention of the 
American Retailers’ Association 
indicated that they realized the 
gray-haired executive 
who addressed them yesterday on 
“Spirit in Business’ talked more 
convincingly than the erdinary “‘in- 
spirational”’ speaker, they were un- 
aware of the true source of his au- 
thority. Jacob Kindleberger, 54- 
year-old president of the Kala- 
mazoo Vegetable Parchment Co., 
did not tell them of the struggle 
by which a partially blind emigrant 
boy from Alsace-Lorraine became 
head of a corporation which does 
an annual business of $9,000,000. 
After the meeting Kindleberger 
related his experiences to a re- 
porter. 
“My parents, uneducated Ger- 
mans, brought me to this country 
when I was 5 yéars old,” he be- 
gan. “Handicapped by defective, 
eyesight I was unable to enter 
school to learn the English lan- 
guage. When I was 10, I got a job 
sorting rags in a paper.mill in 
Ohio, where my family had settled. 
I cut buttons off breeches, plucked 
bones out of corsets, and generally 
prepared old rags for their debut 
as writing. paper. Twenty-five cents 
an hour was discouraging pay. 

Learned Much From Biba. 
“Then when I was about 15, I 
got a pair of glasses and really 
saw the world for the first time. 
Friends taught me to read and 
write, and when I became fairly 
accomplished someone lent me 4 
life of Abraham Lincoln. 

“T realized then that, as Epic- 
tetus said, ‘Difficulties are things 
that show what men are.’ I read 
biographies of other great men. I 
read the Old Testament through 
and through, learned of courage 
from Daniel, of wisdom trom 
Moses, of patience from Job. 
“But I wanted to go to school 
like other boys. So [I got a jcb 
as janitor in a high school and 
alternately wielded the broom and 
the pencil. When I finished high 
school I worked my way through 
Ohio Weslyan University by seil- 
ing papers. I started college with 
$56 and left with $250. 

“After I left school I sold steam 
cookers from door to door One 
day the head of a paper mill 
stumbled over some of my cookers 
On a railroad platform. ‘What are 
those things?’ he asked exasper- 
atedly. Someone said they were 
Kindleberger’s cookers. ‘Send 
this man Kindelberger around,’ he 
advised. ‘Anyone who can sell 
those things can sell paper. 
Advises Reading Biographies. 
“So I went back to selling paper. 
My territory was the United States, 
Canada, and Mexico. I learned the 
business, formed acquaintances all 
over North America, and finally 
decided to start a paper mill. With 
several other men I organized the 
Kalamazoo Vegetable Parchment 
Co. with a capital of $50,000 of 
which I contributed $300.” 

Today Kindelberger’s company is 
capitalized at $500,000 and has 
nearly twice that in assets. He is 
the largest individual stockholder. 
“I wish I could get young men 
to read biography,” -he repeated. 
‘If they would do that at night it 
would do them more good than five 
years of going to movies.” 

Asked if he intended to continue 
in the paper business, Kindelberger 
peered shrewdly through thick 
lenses, smiled and inquried, “Would 
a mother give up her child.?”

What a day it has been! ‘No ex- 
pert packer could have put so many 
necessities into the minimum of 
space and weight. We are limited 
to weight again, of course, and 
once more the allowance seems un- 
comfortably small. Even if it is 
somewhere around 50 pounds and 
even if frocks and lingerie weigh 
no’ more than a sigh, there are

TAXPAYERS’ GROUP) 
10 APPEAL COUNTY 
HOSPITAL DECISION 


One of Three Legal Steps 
to Be Taken to Keep 
Court From Exercising 
Jurisdiction Over Bonds. 


The St. Louis County Taxpayers’ 
League will appeal the decision of 
Circuit Judge Mulloy yesterday, 
dismissing its application for a 
writ of prohibition which sought 
to prevent the County Court from 
exercising jurisdiction over the $1,- 
000,000 county hospital bond is- 
sue. 

This was announced today by 
Taylor R. Young, counsel for the 
league. In view of the announce- 
ment today by Presiding Judge 
Wehmeyer of the County Court 
that advertisements for bids to 
erect the hospital would be pub- 
lished tomorrow, Young said the 
league contemplated either a suit 
to enjoin the County Court from 
letting the contract, a suit to can- 
cel the contract after it is let, or 
a suit to prevent the County Treas- 
urer from honoring warrants for 
the project. 

Wants Trustees to Manage. 

The Taxpayers’ League, which 
has been active in county politics, 
has maintained that it is not op- 
posing consummation of the hos- 
pital plan but wants the County 
Court to appoint five trustees to 
erect and manage the institution 
as provided for under one law. An 
unexpected complication has been 
raised by Judge Mulloy’s decision, 
which held that the County Court 
was proceeding with the hospital 
under another law and that the 
latter law made no provision for 
maintenance of the institution 
from tax revenue, but only from 
fees collected from patients. 

Commerce Chamber's Attitade. 

It has been the County Court's 
argument that the hospital was 
badly meeded to care for county 
residents unable to pay for hos- 
pital service and for whom the 
county now must pay fees in pri- 
vate hospitals. The $1,000,000 
bond issue was sponsored by the 
County Chamber of* Commerce 
with the understanding that the 
hospital was to care for free, part- 
pay and full-pay patients. 

The chamber may decide to have 
a new bond issue voted so that 
there may be no question of avail- 
ability for all classes of patients. 
For this reason the chamber, ac- 
cerding to one spokesman, may be 
interested in having the Taxpayers’ 
League appeal of Judge Mulloy’s 
decision carried out. 

Previously the Taxpayers’ 
League sought a writ of prohibi- 
tion from the Supreme Court of 
Missouri, but that tribunal refused, 
hinting that the Circuit Court was 


a proceeding. The league, how- 
ever, has a similar suit over the 
$10,000,600 county road bond issue 
pending in the Supreme Court. 
Three Distinct Laws. 

Judge Mulloy’s opinion said 
there were three distinct laws for 
county hospitals—Chapter 111, ar- 
ticle 6, for an institution exclusive- 
ly for the poor: chapter 8, article 
5, for patients “other than the in- 
digent infirm,” 
article 27. for the afflicted gen- 
erally. The bond issue petitions 
and subsequent procedure were

SOUTH IS PLANNED 


Aluminum Co. of America 
to Build 8 Dams in Ten- 
nessee and North Caro- 
lina, Says Newspaper. 


By the Associated Press. 
CHARLOTTE, N. C., Aug. 38— 


The Charlotte Observer today says 
a “New Niagara” is planned in the 


mountains of North Carolina and 
Tennessee by the Aluminum Co, of 
America, which will spend $125,- 
000,000 in development of hydro- 
@lectric projects. 

Through eight dams, _ electrical 
power exceeding in magnitude the 
energy now generated by Niagara 
Falls will be created. Seven of the 
eight projects named will be in 
Western North Carolina and the 
other in Tennessee. 

The projects in their totality are 
said to represent “one of the lar- 
gest and most ambitious power de- 


velopments in the United States’’ 
and will require years to execute. 
Recent formation of the Nataha- 
la Power & Light Co. with prin- 
cipal office at Bryson City, N. C., 
and an authorized capital stock of 
$10,600,000 is declared to be a step 
in the plans of the Aluminum Co. 
The lakes created by damming 
streams will wipe out the towns 
of Almond,. Bushnell, Judson, Wes- 


* ger, Forneys Creek, Eppes Springs 


and several smaller villages. The 
cost of relocating railroads and 
highways is given as $1,700,000. 
The Aluminum Co. of America 
acquired its first power site in 
Western North Carolina in 1905. 
Two plants are now in operation 
and a third is under construction. 
The Observer says the first step 
in development of the “New Niag- 
ara” will be construction of a plant 
at Fontana on the Tennessee River. 
It declares two others are planned 
near the junction of the Tennes- 
see and Tuckaseegee Rivers, one at 
Needmore and one at Aquones,

istrative and economic conditions 
as will secure the establishment of 
a Jewish national race.”

WASHINGTON, Aug. 8. — The 
Federal Power Commission has 
started an examination of valua- 
tion estimates of hydro-electric 
power companies on water power 
projects throughout the nation.

STATE COLLEGE, Pa., Aug. 8.—A 
golfer’s paradise, of good lies, long 
roll and perfect putts, may be real- 


ized when experiments of Penn 
State’s agrostologists with turf 
grasses are completed and put into 
effect. 

Golfers will pound the rubber 
ball over scientific turf and putt 
on scientifically nurtured and se- 
lected greens. 

Nine plots have been seeded to 
introduce strains of bent grasses 
for use on golf greens and three 
plots have been planted in stolons, 
tender shoots of bent grasses. 

Ten plots of grasses have been 
planted with varied strains to find 
a good type for fairway use. In @ 
breeding and _ selection project, 
2340 individual plants of 13 dif- 
ferent species of turf grasses have 
been planted in rows for observa- 
tion.

SUN SPOT THAT THREATENED 
MAGNETIC STORMS BREAKS UP 


Last Month It Had a Diameter of 
33,000 Miles; Now Smaller 
Dark Places Are Visible.

PASADENA, Cal., Aug. 8.—J. O. 
Hickok, Mount Wilson Observetory 
astronomer, said today that a 
large sun spot, which for a time 
threatened to cause magnetic 
storms and interference with tele- 
graphic and radio communicationd, 
was disintegrating. 

The su..’spot, estimated to meas- 
ure 33,000 miles in diameter, was 


observed last month by Dr. Seth | 


B. Nicholson of the Mount Wilson 
staff. It was expected that it 
would appear with greater intensity 
this week but, \ perrs said, it ap- 
parently  starte to disintegrate 
while that side of the sun was 
turn: d awe. from the earth. Twen- 
ty-five d ’s are required for a 
complete revolution of the sun.. 

“The large spot,” said Hickok, 
“apparently has. disintegrated and 
now appears as small spots which 
measure less than 13,000 miles in 
~vidth. Had the large spot re- 
mained, it undoubtedly would have 
caused disturbances that would 
record on our instruments and 
cause magietic storms.”

CALENDAR SIMPLIFICATION 
COMMITTEE COMPLETES WORK 


Report to Be Submitted to State 
Department and Transmitted 


to

WASHINGTON, Aug. 8.—The 
final report of the National Com- 
mittee on Calendar Simplification 
has been completed and will be 
submitted to the State Department 
for transmission to the League of 
Nations. 

The report is the result of a re- 
quest of Frank B. Kellogg, for- 
mer Secretary of State, from the 
League of Nations that a commit- 
tee be appointed to study the ques- 
tion. 

Information and expressions of 
opinion were gathered by the com- 
mittee, headed by George Eastman 
of Rochester, N. Y., and embodied 
in the report, which comprises 120 
pages. 

While the committee in its con- 
clusions does not urge any particu- 
lar “plan for calendar simplifica- 
tion, it approves some change to 
simplify the calendar. Two plans 
were considered, one contemplating 
a year of 13 equal months of 28 
days each, the extra month to be 
inserted between June and July, 
and ‘the other a year of 12 months 
of equal quarters, the months con- 
taining 30, 30 and 31 days. 

The report will be submitted 
within a few days.

FIGURES, UNKNOWN SINCE 1363 


Sister Studying. for Doctor’s Degree 
at Chicago Solves Centuries- 
Old Mystery.

CHICAGO, Aug. 8-—A chance 
discovery by a nun while conduct- 
ing research for a.doctor’s degree 
has disclosed the identities of five 
historical figures in a Florentine 
chapel fresco. 

Sister Mary Aquinas, O. 8. D., 
head of the English department at 
Rosary College, it is announced, 
has found the key to a fresco 
painted by Andrea Di Bonauito 
about 1363, which has been a mys- 
tery to scholars for centuries. 

The figures represented were 
identified by Sister Mary Aquinas 
as the renaissance writer, Boccac- 
cio, Sir Edward Le Dispenser, an 
English Knight of the Garter; the 
Crusaders, Peter I of Cyprus and 
the Count of Savoy, and Pietro 
Degli Albizzi, a prominent Fioren- 
tine contemporary of the others.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 8.—To pro- 
hibition has been assigned a place 
by itself in a program of 11 inves- 
tigations worked out by the Na- 
tional Law Enforcement Commis- 
sion after four months of prelim- 
inary study. 

No other single body of laws was 
singled out for such concentrated 
study and the commission further 
indicated the importance it at- 
taches to prohibition by designat- 
ing its chairman, George W. Wick- 
ersham, as head of the committee 
which will conduct this investiga- 
tion. 

10 Lines of Inquiry. 


Each of the 10'other lines of in- 
vestigation mapped out will be 
pursued under the direction of a 
similar committee, with Chairman 
Wickersham as an ex-officio mem- 
ber of all. Besides prohibition, 
they will deal with causes of crime; 
statistics of crime and criminal jus- 
tice; police prosecutions; courts; 
penal institutions, probation and 
parole; juvenile delinquency; crim- 
inal justice and the foreign born; 
lawlessness by Government law en- 
forcing officers, and the cost of 
crime. 

United States Circuit Judge Ken- 
yon of Iowa was designated chair- 
man of the Committee on Lawless- 
ness by Government Law Enforc- 
ing Officers. which was made one 
of the subjects of special inquiry 
because of the recent use of fire- 
arms by prohibition agents, which 
aroused considerable criticism in 
and out of Congress. 

The Committee on Juvenile De- 
linquency will be headed by Miss 
Ada L. Comstock, president of 
Radcliffe College, the only woman 
on the commission.

I have no desire, however, to evade the 
issue.

I also know, however, that all the factd 
about the violence that has attended en- 
forcement of the prohibition law have not 
been adequately and properly submitted to 
the great body of the American people who 
are the jury which in the end will return a 
verdict on the enforcability of the eighteenth 
amendment. 


Law Not Worth Killings. 


If I thought that-enforcement of the pro- 
hibition law would necessarily entail contin- 
yued killing and other acts of violence, and 
the outrage of private rights of persons and 
property, I would unqualifiedly demand the 
repeal of the eighteenth amendment and the 
laws enacted thereunder. 


I condemn as atrocious, wholly unwarrant- 
ed, and entirely unnecessary some of the kill- 
ing by prohibitfon agents. But I know that 
there are equally shocking cases of gangsters’ 
attacks on agents, which if as widely known 
will influence the fair-minded people not to 
be too hasty in lavishing sympathy on viola- 
tors of the law who get wounded in the 
course of arrest. 

As a sample of how the bootlegger deals 
with citizens who stand in his way, this touch- 
ing letter to me stands as mute evidence: 


“Dear Madam: 

“TI understand that my husband wrote 
to you some time ago about prohibition 
law and the agents you sent here told 
those, the wholesalers, about him writing 
to you, so the wholesalers went to the 
priest on ‘the fourth of April. This priest 
called on my husband and warned him 
that the wholesalers would make a lot of 
trouble. Just four days after that they 
murdered my husband, Eugene Costa, 
and left me with five little children. My 
husband fought for his country during 
the World War. And it took a foreigner 
to murder my husband over beer and 
whisky. If you sent someone in I will 
explain it better. If you think it would 
be better for me to come there please 
tell me when and how. For I am broken 
hearted.

The officers “waited a minute,” but in- 
stead of lighting a cigarette, the rum runner 
pulled a gun and shot Morris, who died al- 
most instantly. The defendant then ran, and 
the surviving officer shot at him but missed. 
Subsequently captured and convicted, he was 
given only a prison term of from two to 20 
years. 

These bootleggers were the type ordiparily 
engaged in running liquor between Texas 
towns. Nothing in their appearance gave the 
agents warning. They were no better and 
no worse than thousands of other bootleggers 
who are operating daily in all parts of the 
country. And let it be remembered that the 
man who committed this act of violence was 
himself in no great danger from the law prior 
to the shooting of the customs officer. He 
wat subject to a penalty at most of only six 
meaths and a few hundred dollars fine after 
conviction. Nevertheless, in an attempt to 
avoid facing that charge, he shot down and 
"ed an officer of the law. 

The case cited is not at all unusual. On 
September 26, 1928, a prohibition agent 
named King stopped an automobile crossing 
a bridge at Jacksonville, Fia., and arrested 
a well-known bootlegger who was in charge 
of the load of liquor. When the agent 
stepped on the running board-of the car, 
the bootlegger pulled a gun and shot the 
agent who fell into the road. Wounded as 
he was, King nevertheless managed to draw 
his own gun and as the bootlegger started to 
drive away a running battle occurred in 
which Agent King killed the bootlegger. A 
disinterested workman on the bridge told the 
facts. 

While the agent lay at the point of death 
in a hospital, the State authorities, as the 
result of sensational and unwarranted press 
reports which inflamed the public mind, and 
following threats of death from the deceased's 
associates, endeavored to obtain an indict- 
ment for murder against an officer who had 
risked his life in the performance of his legal 
duty, and who had shot after being thrown 
in the road, wounded, and only in self-de- 


fense.

On August 7, 1927, a United States Coast 
Guard Patrol boat, on duty off the coast of 
Florida, stopped a small boat coming from 
the direction of Bimini in the British West 
Indies and headed toward the Florida coast. 
On boarding the boat, the Coast Guard Com- 
mander, Sidney C, Sanderlin, found one 
James H. Alderman in charge, with Robert 
K. Weech aboard, together with 20 sacks of 
liquor. Of the Coast Guard boat crew, only 
Sanderlin was armed. He searched Alder- 
man for weapons'and found none, 


Murder at Sea. 


While the Coast Guard crew was trans- 
ferring the liquor from the small boat to 
the Coast Guard boat, Sanderlin started 
toward the pilot house of the patrol boat 
where his wireless was located and Alderman 
followed him. A moment later the Coast 
Guard crew heard shots and saw Alderman, 
an automatic in his hand, take a step or 
two from the pilot house door and shoot at 
a member of the crew named Lamby. The 
shot struck Lamby and he fel] into the en- 
gine room. No one saw Alderman shoot San- 
derlin; ‘but afterward Sanderlin was found 
dead on the floor of the pilot house, killed 
by a bullet which entered the right side of 
his back, passing through the heart and com- 
ing out.of the left breast. Lamby*’died four 
days later in a Florida hospital. 

Alderman, the bootleg runner, then lined 
up the remainder of the Coast Guard crew 
and menacing them with his revolver, said 
that he was going to “get” the rest of them. 
He then directed his own companion, Weech, 
to get the liquer back aboard their boat, tear 
out the gas pipe of the patrol boat and set 
it afire. Alderman told the patrol crew that 
he was going to throw them overboard one 
at a time and shoot them, and that they 
might as well say their prayers, because they 
were all going to hell and they would need 
them. : 

Meanwhile, he had secured two more re- 
volvers from the pilot house and had given 
one to his associate, Weech, so that the pris- 
oners were covered by three guns. A few 
minutes later Alderman glanced down the 
hatch to see what Weech was doing with re- 
gard to the motor which he had ordered 
Weech to start. Taking advantage of his 
momentary inattention, the surviving mem- 
bers of the Coast Guard crew rushed toward 
Alderman and he began shooting. He suc- 
ceeded in shooting one of them through the 
shoulder and head and in killing another. 
However, the others overcame him and jater 
captured his associate, Weech. 


An Officer’s Duty. 


I have outlined the facts in this case to 
show what vicious criminals are in the boot- 
leg business, and the risk of his life an agent 
runs. 

It is the officer's duty to make arrests. 
The law gives the arrested man every pre- 
sumption of innocence and much legal pro- 
tection. But he must go peaceably with the 
arresting officer to the nearest magistrate for 
hearing. Resisting an officer is a serious of- 
fense. It has been such ever since govern- 
ments were established. It has been the 
duty of all sworn officers of the law to bring 
in their prisoners “dead or alive.” That has 
always, sfoce the days of Blackstone, been 
regarded as vital to the protection of society 
and the preservation of the state.

So Mary MacLane is dead. Her name means noth- 
ing. to the roadster-riding generation, but to a day 
that had not quite doffed its Victorian habiliments, 
she was a “wow.” She was the first American wom- 
an of letters to appear, so to speak,.in knee-length 
skirt, bobbed hair and all the other symbols of eman- 
cipation. She broke into the front page with a bang.

All this was long ago—27 galloping years. Roose- 
velt was in the White House, though as yet unaccus- 
tomed to its tenancy and feeling, as he once confid- 
ed, “something of a squatter.”

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PRISON REVOLTS—AN AMERICAN PROBLEM. 


Four major prison riots within two weeks, involv- 
ing the death of eight convicts, injury of 20 guards 
and destruction of much State and Federal property 
—in this spectacular fashion has the condition of the 
American penal system been brought home to the 
public. The imprisoned men at Dannemora, Auburn, 
Leavenworth and Lansing who took a desperate 
chance and turned,on their keepers are not isolated 
examples. All over the country the same deplorable 
conditions of crowding and idleness exist. Every- 
where long-term or life prisoners are being counseled 
by the philosophy of despair which convinces them 
they have nothing to lose and may gain a few breaths 
of liberty by leading their comrades in a frantic 
dash for the walls at the first opportunity. 

President Hoover has.wisely realized the situation, 
for he followed the Leavenworth eruption with an- 
nouncement of his intention to ask Congress for 
$5,000,000 to enlarge the Federal prisons there and 
at Atlanta. Leavenworth, which was built for 2000 
men, now houses 3770. Atlanta quarters about the 
same number, more than double its intended ca- 
pacity. Men are thus thrust together into an intimacy 
which breeds discontent and strife. Prison work- 
shops no longer are capable of providing work 
enough to occupy the inmates, and idle hands are 
apt to find violent occupation. Recreation facilities 
are poor or lacking. A New York investigator 


“like weevils in a biscuit.” 

The building of prisons has fallen far behind 
the normal increase of the country’s population. In 
addition, the institutions have become more con- 
gested with the burden of a nation-wide crime wave 
and the enactment of laws which create new crimes. 
Almost half the prisoners at Leavenworth and 
Atlanta are serving time for violation of the new 
legislation—33 per cent under the narcotic laws and 


act and the Volstead act thus are bracketed as the 
two major causes of Federal prison congestion, Un- 
fortunately neither has brought blessings to com- 
pensate for its toll om society. In fact, each has 
worked to spread the evil it was designed to stamp 
out, and to add to the miseries of the habits it 
attacked. 

Prisons are intended to serve three purposes: 
to punish the offender for his act, to confine him 
and thus protect society, and to educate and reform 
him to occupy a useful place in the world. Under 
present conditions, the third purpose, most impor- 
tant from the viewpoint of society and of the indi- 
vidual, is entirely neglected. If anything, the pris- 
oner becomes still more hardened. Society is pro- 
tected for the period of his confinement, but should 
he escape or serve out his time he is more danger- 
ous than before. The punishment in crowded prisons 
is of the inhuman sort which no right-thinking citi- 
zen can approve. 

President Hoover's $5,000,000, even though re- 
inforced by State appropriation, thus would be 
merely a temporary stopgap. The evil can be cor- 
rected only by striking at the cause and not at the 
consequence. Our prisons may be improved and en- 
larged; but in time, under the present mass of legis- 
lation, they will again become congested and noisome 
places. Only by revising and paring of the present 
statutes to a more humane and enforceable code can 
the prison evil now so manifest be eradicated. 

It is a problem for the able minds upon Mr. 
Hoover's Crime Commission.

In its favor, as a practical policy, more- 
over, is the undoubted fact that the anar- 
chists in the Sacco-Vanzetti case, and per- 
haps some Communists in the present one, 
are less concerned with rescuing the vic- 
tims than with making the trial an occasion 
for propaganda on behalf of their cause.

HIRTEEN men and three women are

For all four of these reasons, the defend- 
ants are highly unpopular in the community 
where the murder took place—Gastonia— 
and throughout the State. How bitter is 
the feeling against them, is told in a state- 
ment by former Judge Frank Carter of 
Asheville, one of the leading attorneys of 
the State. Said Judge Carter: 


My original impression :that they (the 
defendants) were, first, the victims of a 
brutal] tyranny rarely witnessed in the 
South, and that they are now dangerously 
menaced with still greater injustice under 
the forms of law, has ripened into firm 
conviction, 

I see in this case a ruthless purpose, 
amazingly supported, to smother heresy, 

_ religious, industrial and political, in its 

own blood, which savors more of the 
fifteenth than of the twentieth century. 
While it is insisted that the controversy 
be held within the narrow~confines of 
legai technicality, I see underlying the 
issue of blood-guilt a fundamental chal- 
lenge of human liberty, of equality of 
right as between the man who labors and 
that other man who makes commerce of 
his labor. 

Judge Carter is, of course, not alone in 
holding this view. The International De- 
fense Committee has for its slogan, “Save 
the victims of the Gastonia frameup.” The 
International Workers’ Relief of Germany 
has protested by cable, in the name of 609.- 
000 workers, “against the industria] and 
police terrorism and class injustice exer- 
cised against the textile workers.” From 
many quarters has come the inquiry: Is this 
to be another Sacco-Vanzetti case?

CHILDREN KEPT FROM 
UBRARES BY TRAFF 


Annual Report Urges More and 
Smaller Branch Estab- 
lishments. 


Attendance of children at the 
Public Library is decreasing, be- 
cause of traffic hazards, and in 
some measure because of the es- 
tablishment of hibraries in public 
schools, it is shown in the annual 
report of the St. Louis Public Li- 
brary, made public today. 

Miss Ruth Anne Overman, chief 
of the children’s department, in 
reporting that 1,672,762 volumes 
were issued to children during the 
past year, as compared with 1,679,- 
387 the year before, says: 

“An increasing number of par- 
ents report they are no. longer 
willing to allow their children to 
visit the libraries alone. As this 
condition will probably grow worse 
rather than better, the remedy 
would seem to be more and smaller 
branch libraries, so that every 
child might be within safe walk- 
ing distance of a library with as 
little attendant danger as he en- 
counters on his way to and from 
school and the neighborhood 
movie.” 

Use of the library system as a 
whole has increased. the report 
sets forth. In the past year, 3,390,- 
545 volumes were circulated for 
home use, a gain of 85,083 over 
the year before, and volumes read 
in the library buildings, as far as 
record could be kept of them, 
numbered 1,094,022. 

Recording an “insatiable hunger” 
for crime and detective stories, 
an increasing popularity of volumes 
on air navigation, and a sustained 
interest in radio, the report lists 
the following as the most popular 
non-fiction volumes: 

“Strange Interlude,” “My Life,”

FALSE TESTIMONIALS. 
ON MEDICINE ILLEGAL 


As Unlawful as Direct State- 
ments of Curative Proper- 
ties, Court Holds. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 8.—A far- 
reaching decision on the labeling of 
medicinal preparations has been 
handed down by the United States 
Court of Appeals for the Ninth Cir- 
cuit, according to officials of the 
Food, Drug and Insecticide Admin- 
istration of the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture. 

Under the decision, the use on 
labels of medicinal preparations of 
language, which, when read liter- 
ally, is not a statement of cufative 
or therapeutic properties, but, Ow- 


ing t aottendant circumstances, is Th 


likely to be understood as such, 
brings these labels within the scope 
of the Federal food and drugs act 
just as definitely as if direct state- 
ments appeared. 

This decision was made upon ap- 
peal by the Federal Government 
from a judgment entered in the 
District Court for the Western Dis- 
trict of Washington, dismissing a 
case brought against makers of 
certain medicinal preparations 
which, the Government alleged, 
bore false and fraudulent therapeu- 
tic claims on the labels. The Fed- 
eral food and drugs act, under 
which this action was brought, is 
designed, among other things, to 
prevent the sale in interstate com- 
merce Of medicinal preparations 
bearing false and fraudulent state- 
ments concerning their efficacy in 
treating disease. 

The lower court dismissed the 
libel on the ground that it failed 
to allege facts sufficient to show a 
violation of the law, in that the 
statements on the labels to which 
the Government took exception 
were not therapeutic or curative 
claims, but were merely reports 
indicating that physicians had ob- 
tained favorable results from the 
use of the nostrum, each purported 
report being preceded by the state- 
ment, “We have received many let- 
ters from physicians reporting.” 

The Circuit Court of Appeals, 
however, held that language such 
as that used would tend to engen- 
der an opinion on the part of pos- 
sible buyers that the use of the 
drugs would afford relief. “Unless 
we discredit their mental compe- 
tency such, we must presume, was 
the intent and expectation of the 
proprietors,” said the Circuit Court. 
“Their contention is that they have 
such letters or reports and that 
that fact constitutes a competent 
defense, whatever may be the 
character of the drugs. But if, as 
is alleged, the drugs are worthless 
the proprietors cannot escape re- 
sponsibility by hiding behind the 
phrase, ‘the doctors say.’ Couched 
in such language undoubtedly the 
printed matter makes a more per- 
suasive appeal to the credulity of 
sufferers from these diseases than 
if the representations thus implied 
were made directly upon the au- 
thority alone of the proprietors, 
and for that reason thty are not 
less but more obnoxious to the 
law.”

Objects to Proposal of North 
Side Depositories. 


The plen of the Northwestern 
Trust Co. and the North St. Louis 
Trust Co. to organize a holding 
company to take over ownership 
of the two banks by the exchange 
of stock “smacks strongly of 
branch banking,” in the opinion of 
Finance Commissioner Cantley, 
who weturned to Jefferson City 
yesterday from a vacation, 

Cantley promptly issued a state- 
ment expressing disapproval of the 
proposed application of the hold- 
ing company idea to banks. When 
the plan was submitted to stock- 
holders for their approval! last 
week, it was stated that the State 
Banking Department had approved 
a tentative outline of the scheme. 

“During my absence on a vaca- 
tion a letter was addressed to this 


office by a firm of attorneys, in- 
dieating that certain individuals in 


St. Louis desired to organize a 
holding company for the purpose 
of acquiring a majority of shares 
of stock in two outlying trust com- 
panies in St. Louis, and request- 
ing the attitude of the Finance De- 
partment toward such a  ~»pro- 
cedure,” Cantley said. “Upon re- 
turning from my vacation the let- 
ter was brought to my attention, 
and I am today writing the firm 
of attorneys that I am unalterably 
opposed to the proposed plan. 

“Tt occurs to me that the plan 
is fraught with great danger to the 
independent banking interests of 
St. Louis and this state, and I trust 
the proposed incorporators of this 
plan will abide by their expressed 
desire to refrain from further or- 
ganization of the company until 
they have received the approval of 
this department. 

“Under present conditions I am 
opposed to any plan that has for its 
purpose doing indirectly what the 
law contemplates cannot be done 
directly. It occurs to me that this 
plan smacks strongly of branch 
banking and if branch banking 
must come let it come in the reg- 
wiar course of legal procedure, in 
order that the banking department 
of the State of Missouri may be in 
position to deal with it openly and 
frankly. 

“T have authorized no statement 
whatsoever in approval! of the pro- 
posed plan either written or oral.” 

The holding company plan, as 
outlined last week, would provide 
for the continued operation of the 
two North Side banks without 
changes in personnel, location or 
policies, with complete ownership 
to reat in the holding company.

T IS nearly noon. The sun

last we reach a trench that is in a 
somewhat better condition.

are past, they belong to another 
world that is gone from us.

We could never again, as the 
same beings, take part in those 
scenes. It was not any recognition 
of their beauty and their signifi- 
cance that attracted us, but the 
communion, the feeling of a com- 
radeship with the things and events 
of our existence, which cut us off 
and made the world of our par- 
ents a thing incomprehensible to 
us—for then we surrendered our- 
selves to events and were lost in 
them, and the least little thing was 
enough to carry us down the 
stream of eternity.

One morning two butterflies play 
in front of our trench.

The birds too are just as carefree, 
they have long since accustomed 
themselves to the war Every 
morning larks ascend from No 
Man’s Land. A year ago we watched 
them nesting; the young ones grew 
up too. 

We have a spell from the rats 
in the trench. They are in No 
Man’s Land—we know what for. 
They grow fat; when we see one 
we have a crack at it. At night we 
hear again the rolling behind the 
enemy lines. All day we have only 
the normal] shelling, so that we are 
able to repair the trenches. There 
is always plenty of amusement, the 
airmen see to that. There are 
countless fights for us to watch 
every day. 

Battle planes don’t trouble us, 
but the observation planes we hate 
like the plague; they put the ar- 
tilery on to us. A couple of min- 
utes after they appear, shrapnel 
and high-explosives begin to drop 
on us. We lose eleven men in one 
day that way, and five of them 
stretcherbearers. Two are s0 
smashed that Tjaden remarked you 
could scrape them off the wall of 
the trench with a spoon and bury 
them in a messtin. Another has the 
lower part of his body and his 
legs torn off. Dead, his chest 
leams against the side of the 
trench, his face is lemon-yellow, 
in his beard still burns a cigarette, 
= glows until it dies out on his 

ps. 

We put the dead in a large shell- 
hole. So far there are three layers, 
One on top of the other. 

Suddenly the shelling begins to 
pound again. Soon we are sitting 
up once more with the rigid tense.
